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Tuition Fees High 


For Good 


Reason

Why are SSC’s tuition fees higher than those of most 
state colleges? What happens to all this money, and how is 
it used? These are questions asked by many students, es- 
pecially as spring registration draws near. 

No California state college has charged tuition since 
the early 1950’s. Instead, a $20 per semester material and 
service fee and a $10 per semester student activity was 
tharged all full time students. This is in line with the state’s 


Policy of “free education.” 

All fees are set uniformly for 
al] state colleges by the state di- 
rector of education. 

Material and service fees are 
expended in the same manner as 
are appropriations made to the 
college by the state legislative 
from the state general fund. For 
example, if the total operating 
budget of the college for a given 
year totaled $2,000,000, and the 
estimated collection of student 
fees totaled $200,000, the legis- 
lature would appropriate $1,800,- 
000 to the college and authorize 
it to expend the money collected 
from student fees 

Expenditures Limited 

In the event that only $190,000 
was collected from student fees, 
the tota! college expenditures 
for that year then could not ex- 
ceel 31,990,000, since that is all 
the money that would be avail- 
able. Qn the other hand, if the 
collection from the student fees 
totaled $210,000, the college 
could not expend the additional 
$10,000 without proposing a spe- 
cific expenditure program to the 
State Jepartment of finance and 
having it approved. 

Health Services Provided 

A portion of the material and 
service fee is used to provide 
health services to students, an- 
other portion is used for pro- 
viding placement service to stu- 
dents, and the large majority of 
is goes to defray the cost of sup- 
plies, materials and repairs util- 
ized in the regular budget en- 
titled “Instructional Expense.” 
All athletic supplies, art supplies, 
chemicals, expenses of the pro- 
duction department, and many 
Others, are defrayed from this 
budget item. In addition, when 
the expanded health service pro- 
gram was adopted for state col- 
lege students, an additional $2 
per semester charge was levied 
on the students to help defray 
the cost. 

Health Service Fee 

Stanley W. Pretzer, college 
business manager, stated, “Only

adequate facilities for proper 
health services have added the 
$2 per semester health service 
fee. Thus, some colleges charge 
$20 in this category, while the 
others charge $22.” 

Student activity fees are allo- 
cated by the student council to 
the various activity boards, Cab- 
inet members (student coordin- 
ators) work with their boards 
(athletics, advisory, humanities, 
publications, ctc.‘ on the detailed 
annual budgets. They estimate 
total expenditures for the year, 
then deduct total estimated in- 
come for the year. The balance 
represents the allocation re- 
quested. 

The Master Budget 

Thirty-five copies of this bud- 
get are given to the student as- 
sociation manager, who prepares 
a master budget which is then 
presented to the board of finance 
for review. The tentative recom- 
mendations of the board of fi- 
nance are discussed by the var- 
ious activity boards, and their 
reactions are made known to the 
board of finance. The final bud- 
get recommendations are made 
to the student council by the 
board of finance. Final budget 
allocations are made by the stu- 
dent council, subject, of course, 
to actual student body card 
sales, 

Allocations Are Many 

The student activities budget 
for 1957-58 shows money re- 
quested and allocated as foilows: 
publications requested $12,100.95, 
received $11,000; athletics re- 
quested $21,426.25, received $18,- 
500.00; cultural and world. af- 
fairs requested $635.00, received 
$650.00; social activities re- 
quested $2,215.00; received $2,- 
100.00; and humanities (music, 
art,” drama, debate‘ requested 
$9,149.92, and received $6,000.00. 

It costs the State of California 
$695 per year to educate each 
full-time student enrolled in a 
state college. Each student pays 
only $64 per year. Of this money, 
only $44 is for materials and 
services, The remaining $20 en- 
titles the student to participate 
in the varied program conducted

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OF MICE AND MEN 


As though things weren't difficult enough already for 
science in this country, the Humane Society in Washington, 
D. C., has seen fit te seek a court injunction to prohibit use 
of mice and other animals in rockets launched by a group ir 
Minnesota which calls itself the Austin Rocket Society. 

The group, comprising eleven high school boys and a 
Roman Catholic nun, are, admittedly, anything but profes- 
sionals. This, however, is not the issue here. The principles 
involved are simply whether the Humane Society or any 
other group of similarly misguided but well-intentioned in- 
dividuals should take it upon themselves to interfere with 
the study of science, no matter how stumbling and ama- 
teurish. 

The problem arose when the boys fired their “mouse- 
nik” several Sundays ago and, like any other scientists, had 
a few unexpected difficulties. The rocket fizzled on its 
Jaunching pad and a white mouse named Ulysses was no 
more. If all had gone well, the mouse would have been para- 
chuted back to earth. 

When the matter came to the attention of the Wash- 
ington Humane Society, great consternation arose in that 
cirele. “The use of living animals in reckets of the type fired 
by the Austin boys’ club is a pure cruelty, can contribute 
nothing to scientific knowledge, and appears to us to be a 
clear violation of Minnesota law, which prohibits cruelty 
to animals,” the society’s statement said. But aren’t mouse- 
traps sold in Minnesota? 

The group further stated that “we and many thov- 
sands of other people are appalled by the fact that the re- 
ligious order which is sponsoring this cruelty seems to be 
more concerned with materialistic asvects of education than 
with consideration of character building and mora] values.” 

To all this, we can only say: if science is going to be 
interfered with even on this relatively inconsequentia! level, 
it soon won’t be necessary to concern ourselves with “con- 
sideration of character building and moral values.” There 
might soon not be any persons around to enjoy the pleasures 
of character and moral values.

Art of Cheating 


A thousand curses! The name- 
less terror of Finals Week is al- 
Most upon us, and with supreme 
etfiort this reporter shall en- 
deavor to offer some sound sug- 
gestions on how to cope with this 
grim challenge. 

You notice how goofed up your 
achedule is? Chances are that 
you've probably got ali your dif- 
ficult tests, such as Theory of 
Interstellar Flight 2-A and Meta- 
mathematical Field Work 15, on 
the same day. Your simpler tests, 
like © 2 one in Opium Smuggling 
2-B, are convieniently scattered 
about. How are you to cope with 
this heavy load? There are but 
two ways: 1) study, 2) cheat 

Let's take up the second aiter- 
native, cheating, since most of us 
already know all we'll ever know 
about the first. Cheating itself 
is an accomplished art, as well as 
an ancient one; in 1875, Phillip 
Critch, an English student at Ox- 
ford, cooled a final exam by com- 
ing to class prepared for success 
—with the answers written in 
fine print on the backs of his 
eyelids. We hesitate to recom- 
mend this to today’s scholar, 
however, as it requires three 
things: an extremely steady hand, 
large eyelids, and a definite lack 
of far-sightedness. 

Some of the more conventional 
methods we have borrowed frorn 
the great institutions, e.g., West 
Point. One of these includes the 
pencil-tap routine. Briefly, this 
consists of communication  be- 
tween students who have formed 
a community effort pact in order 
to pass a test by means of tap- 
ping a pencil; one tap indicates 
the answer is true, two indicates 
faise, three indicates a nervous 
person across the room who isn’t 
in on the plot at all. This method 
has one distinct disadvantage:

A Good Place to Build Your uture 
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All That Jazz 
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This Is How: But Why? . 








(Tnis week’s column is a 
bit different. It doesn’t deal 
with jazz, but rather tells, 
rather sketchily, a story 
more people should know.) 


Were you to switch on your 
radio at this instant the 
chances are somewhat better 
than even money that you would 
hear one of two things; either a 
commercial or one of the 40 or 
So most popular records in the 
country. Furthermore, if you 
somehow avoid a commercial and 
make connections with a “top 
tune” the odds are very high that, 
it will be one form or another of 
what has come to be called rock 
’n roll. 

Whatever you think of this 
music you can't deny its import- 
ance or influence. Nevertheless, 
hardly anybody actually knows 
where it came from, aithough just 
about everybody seems to have a 
theory on the subject. Although 
severa] entertainers have at one 
time or another laid claim to its 
invention none of them actually 
did invent it. Nor was it heard 
for the first time when Elvis 
Presley came wiggling out of the 
mountains slapping his guitar. 

When Presley first gyrated onto 
the serene the music was already 
more than established as a na- 
tional trend. 

The majority of rock 'n roll 
eongs are built along the blues 
pattern, a standard musical con- 
struction which includes just 12 
bars as compared to the 32 bars 
of the normal popular tune. Fur- 
ther, despite the fact that blues 
notes always follow a certain pat- 
tern, the form leaves endless op- 
portunities for change or for im- 
provisation on the part of the 
musician or singer. Thus the blues 
is not necessarily a sad music 
but rather an accurate register 
of all emotions, As such it is the 
backbone of jazz. But it is mis- 
used by almost all rock 'n rollers 
because they fail to take advan- 
tage of the opportunity for sin- 
cere expression. 

The record companies first dis- 
covered jazz in the middie 1920's, 
and some excellent jazz efforts 
were put on wax. But it soon be- 
came apparent that because in- 
spiration and improvisation play 
such an important role in jazz it 
was unreasonable to expect an 
artist to be able to consistently put 
good jazz performances on three

So they began to commercial- 
ize it. This marked the birth, in 
the 30's, of a new kind of record. 
Called “Race Records,” and in- 
tended for a predominantly Negro 
audience, the performances, in 
most instances, were preconceived 
a little too much to be considered 
pure jazz. Nevertheless, a good 
number of important jazz per- 
formances were marketed as race 
records. 

Most of these records were vari- 
jations of the blues theme, and 
an increasing number became vo- 
cals. So as the race record be- 
came a well-established part of 
the industry a sample record 
taken from the “Race” shelf of a 
record store would be likely to be 
a vocal blues with lyrics dealing 
with a situation which might be 
faced by an urban adult Negro. 
The blues beat would be heavy, 
and likely as not the piano player 
would rely strongly on repetition 
of the blues notes. The guitar was 
used exclusively as a rythm in- 
strument. Lyrics were often can- 
did and quite frank. 

Midway through the second 
world war the race records re- 
ceived a new name; Blues and 
Rhythm. Presumably the change 
in name represented an effort on 
the part of record companies. and 
dealers to sel) the discs to a wider 
audience. The only difference in 
the music itself was the entrance 
of the vocal group. 

Around 1950 the music remain- 
ed about the same, but the name 
changed again. This time it was 
just turned around, and the music 
became known as Rhythm and 
Blues. It still sold to a predom- 
inantly colored audience, and was 
virtually never heard on the ra- 
die except in large metropolitan 
areas where entire stations were 
devoted to entertaining the Negro 
listener. 

The white teenager discovered 
the music in 1954. The first R&B 
record to hit big on the popular 
market was Sh-Boom, recorded 
by a quartet known as the Chords. 
(They later changed their name 
to the Sh-Bcoms, but are still 
looking for their second hit.) 

When Sh-Boom started moving 
with the general public it was re- 
corded by a white group (the 
Crewcuts) on a major label ( Mer- 
cury). The large company exploit- 
ed the tune to the fullest extent, 
and it became one of the nation’s

top songs of the year 1954. 
Instrumental in the rise of 
rythm and blues, and profitting 
greatly by it, were such veteran 
blues singers as Joe Turner, 
Muddy Waters and T-Bone Walk- 
er. Turner recorded a series of 
records which gained acceptance 
from devotees of jazz, rythm and 
blues, and popular music. In do- 
ing so he proved that good blues 
is a saleable commodity. Unfor- 
tunately, so is bad blues. 


It isinteresting that most 
radio stations completely ignored 
R&B, despite brisk sales of the 
records, until the field was in- 
vaded en masse by white enter- 
tainers. Very few of these in- 
vaders had any background in 
biues, and the music showed it. 
But they used The Beat, and they 
were backed by the biggest rec- 
ord companies, thus assuring them 
of a lot of publicity and disc jock- 
ey piays.

There had to be some- 
body for the girls to scream about. 

Always in American popular 
music the malesinger has been a 
sort of sex symbol, so it was 
only a matter of time before one 
record company or another came 
up with an eligible, attractive 
male of the majority race. Pres- 


ley was the man, and he made it» 


big. He was the first young white 
man to record rock ’n roll for a 
major company, and he played 


the sex angle to the hilt. Had-he»«w 


not been first he mig‘ht still be 
driving a truck in Memphis, but 
he was first so he became the 
symbo! of the music. 

Presley was also the first to 
successfully hit on rock ‘n roll 
and western markets at the same 
time. Since his appearance one 
can hardly distinguish between 
popular, rock 'n roll, and western 
music. They all have The Beat. 

Well, that’s how it happened, 
but somebody else will have to 
write the article about why.

During the closing minutes of the see- 
ond contest im which the SSC five had overtaken and were 
trying to protect a slim lead, the officials did everything in 
their power to bring victory back to the Jacks. Several fouls 
were called which were pure attempts at giving the Jacks 
the chance to tie the score. 

Something should be done to correct this situation and 
restore order to things. It is perfectly fitting that a town 
people have spirit and desire to see their team win, but the 
situation at Areata carries this to an extreme.
